Man still critical 
and police hurt 
after explosion 

A MAN remains critically injured in hospital 
as a result of an explosion which occurred as 
bailiffs and police officers were called to his 
Stroud Green home in connection with an 
ongoing housing dispute.

A HARINGEY woman has witnessed 
first-hand the grinding poverty and 
hardship experienced by millions living on 
the African continent following a trip 
there organised by international aid 
agency Oxfam. 

Mum-of-two Liz Budd, a 56-year-old retired 
primary school teacher from Muswell Hill, travelled 
to Kenya, in east Africa, having applied for the 
See For Yourself trip, which shows long-term 
supporters of the charity how donations are making 
a difference. 

She was selected with two other people and 
visited eight projects across the country including 
five in the Turkana region, near the border with 
Uganda, where thousands of people have been 
helped to cope better with the severe drought it is 
currently experiencing. 

She saw how livestock owners were being trained 
and supported to start new businesses, enabling 
them to be less reliant on animal husbandry which 
makes them vulnerable when water is scarce. 

And Liz also witnessed how different clean 
water schemes were providing vital lifelines 
to villages. 

She visited the country’s capital of Nairobi and 
said that poverty was everywhere with people living 
in informal settlements with rubbish piled high and 
no clean water, but despite the hardships many she 
met had a positive outlook 

“The trip has given me hope that many people’s 
lives are being changed for the better,” Liz said. 

“Although the scale of the poverty in the country 
is huge, I left feeling optimistic as I could see lots of 
progress and how people were collectively coming 
together to bring about change,” she added. 

In the next few months she will join Oxfam’s rep¬ 
resentatives scheme visiting schools and community 
groups to talk about her trip.

Three police officers two women and one 
man - also needed hospital treatment 
following the blast at the three-storey 
terraced house in Stapleton Hall Road on 
Wednesday morning last week.

THERESA MAY 
declared her tour of a 
radar manufacturer as 
a “good example” of a 
British company in 
need of a “strong” 
government after 
Brexit when she visited 
the firm last week. 

The Prime Minister 
paid a visit to Kelvin

Avenue, Enfield Lock, 
on Thursday afternoon 
as she hit the 
campaign trail 
following her snap 
general election 
announcement two 
days earlier. 

She was taken on a 
tour of the factory, 
which makes and 
supplies navigation, 


surveillance and 
security radar systems. 

She said: “We want 
to provide not just a 
good deal over Brexit, 
but good deals around 
the world to enable 
companies like this to 
grow, provide jobs and 
bring prosperity.” 

When asked how 
pollution levels 


would be tackled 
across the borough of 
Enfield if the Tories 
were re-elected, 

Mrs May said that 
although nitrogen 
dioxide levels had 
fallen by 20 per cent 
from 2010 to 2015 
across London, she 
was aware “more 
needed to be done.” 


Surprise, surprise^ 


POLITICAL parties were caught 
on the hop in Enfield last week 
with the shock announcement of a 
general election in June. 

David Burrowes, MP for Enfield 
Southgate, said that other than 
Prime Minister Theresa May’s 
husband and close advisers every¬ 
one was taken by surprise by the 
calling of the election. 

The Tory MP said he would be 
standing again, despite one of his 
children taking A-levels and 
another GCSEs. 

Mr Burrowes said: “I was as sur¬ 
prised as everyone. I am standing 
again because I love representing 
my local area and think that I can 
continue to be a strong local voice.” 

Mrs May pledged several times 
after taking office last year not to 
call an election before the next one 
due in 2020. 

But she wants a strong mandate 
in parliament going into what 
are likely to be tough negotiations 


over Britain’s exit from the 
European Union. 

Kate Osamor, Labour MP for 
Edmonton, said the move was an 
“extraordinary U-turn” by Mrs 
May, but she was looking forward 
to the prospect of campaigning 
against the Tories. 

Ms Osamor’s Labour seat looks 
safe. She won in the 2015 general 
election with a majority of 15,419. 

Meanwhile, the gloves are off in 
Enfield North with Joan Ryan, 
and Nick de Bois battling - yet 
again for that seat. 

Mr Bois was the MP for Enfield 
North before Labour’s Joan Ryan 
regained the seat in the 2015 elec¬ 
tion with a majority of 1,086. 

Mr de Bois has announced that - 
formalities permitting - he will 
stand again. He said: “If my adop¬ 
tion as candidate for the Conserv¬ 
ative Party is confirmed, it will be 
an immense privilege to stand 
again for election and, if success¬ 


ful, then champion Enfield by pro¬ 
viding a strong voice in parliament. 

“By supporting me, residents 
would be helping Theresa May 
remain Prime Minister rather than 
supporting the Labour candidate 
which would put Jeremy Corbyn 
in power.” 

The Liberal Democrats said they 
were the real opposition to a hard 
Brexit and promised to defend lib¬ 
eral values and make their voice 
heard in Enfield Southgate, 
Enfield North and Edmonton. 

A spokesman said: “Nicholas da 
Costa will be our candidate in 
Enfield North. David Schmitz will 
be our candidate in Edmonton. You 
can say we’re in the final stages of 
finding an outstanding candidate 
for Enfield Southgate. We’re plan¬ 
ning to fight hard Brexit and pre¬ 
vent the huge risks that presents to 
the British economy.” 

Nominations must be in by 
May 11.

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Driver jailed for 
fatal crash while 
on mobile phone 

Tragedy occurred as she posted Facebook message

A WOMAN has been jailed for causing the death 
by dangerous driving of an Enfield pensioner 
after she ploughed into two stationary vehicles 
while sending a Facebook message. 

Sales rep Wendy Thompson, 53, was driving 
eastbound on the A406 North Circular Road and 
using her mobile phone when she collided with 
the car of 84-year-old Rodney Lewis at the junc¬ 
tion with Colney Hatch Lane. 

Mr Lewis, from Enfield, who had stopped to 
help a fellow motorist who had broken down, 
died at the scene from head injuries and a broken 
neck after Thompson’s VW Passat car collided 
with both his Hyundai Getz and the broken-down 
vehicle, which was a Fiesta. 

Mr Lewis’s wife, 77, suffered a broken hip and 
pelvis in the crash, which happened at about 
10.40am on February 3 last year. 

Thompson, from Lincolnshire, pleaded guilty 
to causing death by dangerous driving and to 
causing serious injury by dangerous driving. 

She was sentenced on Monday at the Old Bai¬ 
ley to two years and three months’ imprisonment 
and was disqualified from driving for ten years.

A police spokesman said that following the 
tragedy Thompson admitted that she had 
been sending a Facebook message and trying 
to plug her phone into a charger when the 
collision happened. She was also injured, but 
not seriously. 

Mr Lewis’s wife made a recovery.

Family’s grief at 
sudden death of 
footballer Jordan 



'Huge loss': Family and friends are mourning Jordan Andidorou, who has died aged 19

A GRIEVING mum has spoken of her heart¬ 
break following the death of her eldest son. 

Football-mad Jordan Andidorou was just 19 
when he died of heart failure in his sleep at his 
home in Linden Gardens, Enfield, in December. 

The family is struggling to cope with the dev¬ 
astating loss of their son and big brother to three 
siblings - as well as to fund a new headstone for 
his grave in Enfield crematorium and cemetery, 
in Great Cambridge Road. 

Mum Mariah says each day is a struggle. 

“It’s such a huge loss,” she said. “To go to bed 
at 19 and never to wake up again, it’s just not 
right. He was fit and healthy. He loved football. 
He played for Enfield Town and was a massive 
QPR fan. Everyone wore football shirts at his 
funeral and there was a standing ovation at 
the end. 

“We’re all struggling. I have three more chil¬ 
dren - my middle son who is 12, my daughter, 
nine, and my youngest, who is only two. It’s 
heartbreaking for all of us.” 

Mariah visits Jordan’s grave twice a day and 
has found it vandalised on several occasions. She 


has not been back to work since the tragedy and 
she and her husband, who works for the Royal 
Mail, are struggling to meet the cost of a “fitting 
memorial” for their son. 

A JustGiving page has been set up by Jordan’s 
friend Shane Tant, who is walking 150 miles in a 
bid to raise £3,000 for a “proper” headstone. 

Jordan, who worked in the kitchens at the 
Coach and Horses pub, in Cheshunt, had just 
been accepted on a course to teach English to 
children in Vietnam. 

Mariah added: “He was really excited, he 
wanted to help teach children and he’d just found 
out he’d got on to a course to do that in Vietnam. 

“He was a bit of a joker, very kind-hearted and 
loving. He worked for peanuts, but he was so 
generous with his siblings. He loved them so 
much. He’d just taken them Christmas shopping 
a couple of days before he died.” 

Shane said: “Jordan was always a keen learner 
with a big heart. He helped me through some 
very tough times outside of football and always 
had time for his friends. 

“I also coached Jordan as a player. He had a big 
passion for football and was an incredibly tal¬ 
ented player in goal and on the pitch. 

“I miss him loads and will never forget him.”

Oldest resident Betty 
dies at the age of 109

TRIBUTES have been paid to Enfield’s oldest 
resident, who has died at the age of 109. 

Lily Winter, known as Betty to friends and 
family, was remembered at a funeral service at 
Christ Church, in Chase Side, Enfield, after pass¬ 
ing away just two days after her 109th birthday at 
Springview Care Home, in Crescent Road. 

Betty, who never married, travelled each year 
to Europe by coach until her late 90s and only 
stopped going abroad after losing her passport at 
the age of 98. 

Betty’s nephew Richard Brewster said that his 
aunt, who died last month, was very independent 
and recalled her returning from trips abroad with 
the feeling it would be her last. 

“She would always end the holiday wishing 
everybody well and said she probably would not 
be blessed to return next year, but sure enough 
she did,” said Mr Brewster, 71. 

Betty outlived her three siblings - sisters 
Phyllis and Nancy, who died aged 93 and 97 
respectively, and twin brother Howard, who was 
in his 80s when he died in a road accident. 

Betty had a caring nature and always put 
other’s needs before her own. She started volun¬ 
tary work during World War II when she looked 
after orphaned and child evacuees. 

A regular church-goer, Betty taught at Christ 
Church’s Sunday School for more than 50 years 
and often showed the children slide shows of 
photos she took on her travels to Switzerland 
and Austria. 

Even into her late 90s, Betty took pride in mak¬ 
ing a return journey to Eastbourne, Sussex, in 
just one day. 

Mr Brewster said the family were very con¬ 
cerned when they found out that his aunt’s trip 
involved taking a Tube train and a bus at 11pm.

“She was a small lady and you can imagine 
that we were very worried about her walking 
home late at night, holding her handbag,” he 
added, “but she was very strong-willed and I 
think that’s what kept her going.” 


Betty received a birthday card from the Queen 
when she turned 100 and then a further five after 
turning 105. 

She maintained a healthy diet, but had a sweet 
tooth and insisted on having two sugars in her tea.

Third arrest as detectives renew

“You can have high blood 
pressure without having any 
symptoms,” said Krystle Fony- 
onga, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety 


and public health. “It can be a 
ticking timebomb, potentially 
causing a stroke or heart attack 
at any time. 

“This is why it’s called 
the silent killer and the only 
way to know for sure whether 
your blood pressure is high is 
to check it regularly,” added 
Ms Fonyonga. 

A quick and easy assessment 
is taken in a short series of indi¬ 
vidual tests and the results are 
printed out. 

Feaflets with guidance on 
blood pressure are also available 
next to the kiosk. 

Eating a balanced diet, reduc¬ 
ing the intake of salty processed 


food and being physically active 
are encouraged for promoting a 
healthy lifestyle. 

Riding a bike and getting off a 
bus early and walking the rest of 
the distance are useful ways to 
help boost health. 

Serena is similar to other 
health check facilities which can 
be found in supermarkets and 
most GPs across the borough. 

“We are absolutely committed 
to improving the health of our 
residents, many of whom do not 
know their blood pressure or 
what their weight should be,” 
added Ms Fonyonga. 

“Serena will help them find 
out so they can take action.”

film review 



GUARDIANS OF THE GALAXY VOL 2 
(12A, 136 mins) 

P RODIGAL sons with tortured family 
histories repeatedly emerge from 
the panels of comic books with 
superhero destinies. 

Kal-EI is driven to protect Metropolis by 
the loss of his home planet Krypton, the 
murders of Thomas and Martha Wayne on 
the streets of Gotham compel Bruce to 
don the cowl of rough justice, Peter Parker 
web-slings with a vengeance after Uncle 
Ben is slain and Tony Stark inherits the 
means to fashion Iron Man’s armoury 
when his parents perish. 

In Guardians Of The Galaxy Vol. 2, 
wisecracking thief-for-hire Peter Quill 
(Chris Pratt) learns the agonising truth 


about his twisted lineage to a 19705- 
heavy soundtrack. 

Bigger by eight minutes and marginally 
better than its supremely entertaining 
predecessor, writer-director James Gunn’s 
rollicking sequel blends a lip-smacking 
cocktail of irreverent humour, heart- 
tugging sentiment and spectacular 
action sequences. 

Affectionate nods to Knight Rider, 
Cheers and Pac-Man jive enthusiastically 
next to running gags about male pride and 
human frailty, plus teasing quips at the 
expense of raccoon Rocket (voiced by 
Bradley Cooper). 

In the first film, Peter Quill (Pratt) 
escaped the clutches of space pirate 
Yondu (Michael Rooker) to galvanise a 
motley crew of mercenaries comprising 


assassin Gamora (Zoe Saldana), 
vengeance-seeking warrior Drax (Dave 
Bautista), genetically engineered raccoon 
Rocket (Cooper) and tree-like sidekick 
Groot (Vin Diesel). 

For the sequel’s tongue-in-cheek 
opening salvo, the Guardians face a 
razor-toothed beast that intends to 
steal the Anulax batteries belonging 
to high priestess Ayesha and her 
Sovereign people. 

As a reward, the snarky heroes take 
delivery of a prisoner - Gamora’s 
estranged sister Nebula (Karen Gillan), 
who suffered grievously at the hands of 
their tyrannical father Thanos. 

Soon after, The Guardians encounter an 
omnipotent being, Ego (Kurt Russell), who 
claims to be Peter's missing father. 


Pratt and Saldana turn up their heat on 
the “unspoken thing” between their com¬ 
rades, while Bautista’s hilariously literal 
hulk offers Peter the benefit of his roman¬ 
tic wisdom: “You just need to find a 
woman, who is pathetic like you.” 

Computer-generated double-act 
Rocket and Baby Groot scene-steal with 
aplomb, enriched with Cooper and 
Diesel’s vocal performances. 

The end credits are peppered with sur¬ 
prises, including five additional scenes. 

These are predominantly comic 
wheezes, except for a bite-size morsel, 
which heralds the birth of an iconic char¬ 
acter to fling mayhem when the Guardians 
Of The Galaxy return.

Spurs look to win the league for Ugo 


HARRY KANE has revealed that Tottenham 
Hotspur are determined to try and win the 
Premier League this season as a tribute to 
Ugo Ehiogu. 

The former England central defender, who 
was Spurs’ under-23 coach, passed away in 
hospital on Friday at the age of just 44 after 
suffering a cardiac arrest at Tottenham’s 
training ground the day before. 

Kane admitted that the entire squad had 
been stunned by Ehiogu’s sudden death and 
feels that winning the league would be the 
perfect way to commemorate his life. 

“Ugo was a great character around the 
training ground,” the star striker said. “The 
last few days have been tough. It was just 
shocking news. Of course we’ll do everything 
we can to win the league for him and for 
ourselves as well. 

“There are still six tough games left. We 
can’t control what Chelsea do now. We just 
have to win as many as we can, and it starts 


with a tough game away at Crystal Palace.” 

Ehiogu, who won four England caps, made 
more than 200 appearances for Aston Villa 
between 1991 and 2000 and then spent seven 
years at Middlesbrough. 

Having called time on his playing career in 
2009, he began coaching at Spurs in 2014 and 
was highly regarded by everyone at the club. 

A statement from Tottenham Hotspur said: 
“The club sends its deepest condolences to 
Ugo’s family. 

“We should also like to place on record 
our thanks to all the medical professionals 
including those at North Middlesex University 
Hospital, Royal Brompton Hospital and 
Harefield Hospital for their care and support.” 

Head of coaching and player development 
John McDermott added: “Words cannot 
express the shock and sadness that we all feel 
at the club. Ugo’s immense presence will be 
irreplaceable. Our heartfelt sympathies go 
out to his wife Gemma and his family.”

CHRISTIAN ERIKSEN is confident that Tottenham 
Hotspur’s FA Cup semi-final defeat at the hands of 
Chelsea will give them extra motivation in their 
quest to be crowned Premier League champions. 

Despite controlling the game for long spells at 
Wembley Stadium on Saturday, Spurs set an 
unwanted record by becoming the first team ever 
to lose seven successive FA Cup semi-finals as 
Chelsea triumphed 4-2 to stay on the track to do 
the double. 

Tottenham fought back to level the scores on two 
separate occasions through Harry Kane and Dele 
Alii after Willian had twice given Chelsea the lead, 
but it was not enough as late goals from Eden 
Hazard and Nemanja Matic crushed their hopes. 

Spurs must now quickly turn their attention back 
to the Premier League - where they trail Chelsea 
by four points with six matches remaining - as 
they face a tough trip to Crystal Palace tonight, but 
midfielder Eriksen, who made both their goals at 
Wembley, is confident that they will bounce back 
strongly. 

“If you play as well as we did, we can take a lot 
from the game,” he said. “It’s a big disappointment 
because everyone wanted to be in the final and 


have a shot at a trophy, but we still have games left 
in the Premier League and hopefully it will be an 
exciting end to the season. 

“We can’t work out how we lost. We gave every¬ 
thing we had, we came back twice after two big 
knocks that weren’t really necessary and then when 
you see the fourth goal, that was another huge 
knock mentally for us with only ten minutes left. 

“We had chances but we let them back in the 
game and let them have the lead too often. If we’d 
scored first maybe it would have been our game. 

“The feeling in the squad is that we should have 
won. If you look at the score maybe it looks like an 
easy win at 4-2, but if you watch the game you 
could see we had the advantage and should have 
won. Chelsea were clinical and had a bit of luck.” 

Meanwhile, Dele Alii has become just the fourth 
player ever to be named Young Footballer of the 
Year by the Professional Footballers’ Association 
for a second successive season. 

The Tottenham Hotspur midfielder followed in 
the footsteps of Ryan Giggs, Robbie Fowler and 
Wayne Rooney by collecting a prize he also won 
last season during a star-studded ceremony in cen¬ 
tral London on Sunday night. 

“It’s a huge honour to be voted the winner of the 
award again by my fellow players,” he said. “To win 
it back-to-back is something I’m truly proud of.”
